ARRL Letter, Vol 23, No 08 (Feb 20, 2004), may have incorrectly implied that ARRL Chief 
Technology Officer Paul Rinaldo, W4RI, originated the idea of adding the "@" symbol to the Morse 
code. Rinaldo did conceive of the new character--the letters A and C run together the first added to 
the code in many, many years--will be "AC" run together (.--.-.) but others had suggested years 
earlier the need to establish a Morse equivalent for the "@" symbol.
